This tix was
said to have been suggested by “nu-
merous fhctors in Missiesippi,” and
the object was to proteet the Govern-
ment and secure to it, if not the got-
ton itself, which came into possession
by the surrender of the rebel armies,
at least a partial equivalent therefor.
General Sheridan beeked up the sug-

sury Departmient has failed to look
upon it in the same light, and it will
not be carried out.

On the confrary, I am informed
that instruetions have been issued
to the recognized agents of the Go-
vernment ndt to take a bale of cotton
that had been impressed by the late
rebel G@ernment unless it conld be
proved that the parties who bwned i$’
had received an equivalent therefor
from the Richmond authorities. In
such case the cotten would revert to.
the United Statés as its lawful pro-
perty, but where no payment had
ever been made, the cotton, even
though it had been impressed, was
not to be touched.

This action of the Treasury is a
bighly favorable one for the Sonth,"
and the most dishonest holders of the
staple could useit to their advantage,
were they disposed to do so, for how
are we to get the proof as to what
cotton was paid for by the rebel an-

thorities, and what was not?

There could be no greater error
than a belief that the next Congress
will seriously entertain any proposi-
tion for the payment of the rebel
debt. I would not allude to this but
thyt & prominent journal in New York
has stated that such wounld be the case.
There could be nothing, however,
further from the truth. The strong-
est parbisan of the South in Congress
would not dare to make such a pro-
position—nor would an cut-and-out
Southern representative himself thini
of proposing it.

If cver the Southern States get
fairly on their feet again, however, it
